YOUTH ADMITS 
MURDER OF AUTO 
MMIUJETMONEY

Hlllaboro. 0.. June 4. — Never flick- 
ing an eyeliab, bis voice never (al- 
tering, Edgar Leaverton, 19 years old, 
told Sheriff Schwensberger how he 
killed F^y Ballard Of Oraenfleld, O., 
automobile dealer. 

"1 jusi needed money to go to a pic- 
ture show," he said "I put my loft 
arm .T round his ne<k .took a revolver 
from iny coat pocket, held It close to 
his head and pulled the trigger. I 
don't think he realized what I was do- 
ing. I only got a dollar." 

Leaverton waa returned here from 
Wililomstown, Ky., today. He was ar- 
rested In Williamstown on Skturday, 
when poaseraby noticed that the auto- 
mobile be waa driving waa ataincd 
with blood. Aa aooB aa hb waa placed 
In custody he told bis atory, tolling 
where Ballard'a body would be found. 

The Williamstown authorltlee did 
not believe him — he waa too candid — 
hut. nevertheless, they sent a search- 
ing puny to Pigeon Roost road, a lew 
miles from iiiilsboro, where the body 

was discovered 

A bullet hud ijlerced the ahull he- 
bind the right ear. 

"I wanted to see my mother ~ her 
name Is Sarah l^caverton. and she 
works ai the l oiinty Infirmary, " Leav- 
erton said. "The train aervice was 
poor and so I went to the Price ft Bal- 
lard garage at OreeBOeld and told 
them I wanted a car to drive me to 
Hillsboro. • ^ 

"They said they didnt have a driver, 
but I told them it waa iipportont, ao 
they said Ballard— he was the man I 
killed — would drive. 'How much will 
ft be?' I asked. 'Seven dollars,' they 
snid 1 didn't kick. I didn't have any 
money. 

"We rode a long way .nnd everything 
went along all right We had gotten 
nearly to the place where I killed Bal- 
lard when 1 asked him to take me to 
my mother's home. He said he would, 
but that it would be extra. , 

"A few mtnutoe later ^shot him." 

".Vo," Leaverton continued, "I dIdnt 
reel bad about It I Just lifted him in 
my anna and carried him about aixty 
feel to the side of the road. I got the 
blood on tho car by not being care- 
ful. But I dldnt care. I didnt fed 
that I had done wrong. 

"And I don't know, ao far as that is 
concerned. Why la It that people think 
I did? 

"Any way. after I had c.irried the 
body to one side. I drove into Hills- 
boro I met some of my hoy friends 
and asked them to come with me. 
'Where are you going"' ihcy asked. 
'On a Joy ride,' I told them. 

"Well, I took them, but they began 
asking me whose car It was. I told 
them It belonged to a fellow named 
Ballard, who lived in Greensboro. 1 
said I left him out In the country. I 
offered to drive ont there, but nono of 
them wanted to go." 

Leaverton, aooordlng to police rec- 
ords hare, haa been In trouble pre- 
viously. Somfi time ago, tha police 
charge, he broke into a hardware store 
and stole merchandise He also was 
engaged in a sort of feud with a group 
of small boys. 

At the county jail he appears to be 
in the host of spirits. When asked if 
he was sorry he had killed Ballard he 
said no— "at leaat not very," he ex- 
plained. 

Ballard's death has created much 
feeling in OreenvlUe, where he was 
considered one of the village's most 
prominent men. Engaged In the used 
car buslnest, he had amassed a small 
fortune, his friends said. Ballard's car 
is boing held at Middletown.

In addition to tyitematlu eradiea- 
UoB of cattle tuberculosU by the ac- 
eredtted herd plan, Uiterest in the 
"arMi plan," as it U called, has laUly 
developed In many states, accordtni; 
to the report Issued by the Pnited 
states Department ot Agriculture de- 
scribing progress during March. The 
eradication of tuberouloais under the 
comprebenslve plan generally la- 
cliuies a oounty a.i a unit and all the 
cattle til the couiil.v are tested. The 
report shows that In slates whore the 
eradication work wai; concentrated In 
certain localities in an offort to wipe 
out the disease entirolv. a urcat many 
more animals were tcsicil than in 
states where the area plan is not ypt 
followed to any appreciable extent. 

In the one month, Nebraska, work- 
ing on the area plan, tested 21.000 cat- 
tle. A number of other states made 
high reeards as a result of the eon- 
centratloB of efforts in a few oountiee. 
During Mareh, Michigan tested 19,817 
head: New York. 18.076; MUsourl. 12- 
799: Indiana, 11,933; Wisconsin, 11,- 
778; Iowa. 11.260: and Tennessee, 
455. The total number tested In all the 
states durini; ilie month was 228,779 

The area plan of testing is a valu- 
able supplement to accredited-herd 
work which has resulted In the erad- 
ication of many thousand head of tu- 
berculous cattle and the establishment 
of more than 1.3.U00 herds accredited 
as free from the disease. 

Tliere are no wmore than SOo.OOn 
accredited cattle in the counto'; over 
1,250.000 tested once and found free of 
tuberculosis: more than 2,133,000 un- 
der superrlsion; and about 408,000 on 
the wafting list Wisconsin leads In 
number of accredited eattle with 36,- 
18S. and Minnesota follows with 88,- 
759. However, the rate at which the 
work is going on in some other states, 
these two will have to keep very busy 
to stay at the top.

During the five years to iy20 

.Americans have ben burnlnc up prop- 
erty at the rate of $334,544,535 a year 
according to the National Board ot 
Fire Underwriters whieh has been 
making a study of more than 8,000,000 
fires ooeurring within that time. The 
total loos, for the period, of 11.672,722,- 
677 would, according to engineering 
authorities, be suOeient to build 3S4,- 
000 dwellings at fB.OOO each,— enough 
housing to care for 1,700,000 persons. 
Tills Is equivalent to the comlned pop- 
ulation of ronnectlcut, NeVada and 
Wyoming. 

The figures show that the value of 
properly deslroyed by fires communi- 
cated through the roof was $L'23.oiiO.- 
000. Study of these aiul similar fi(:ures 
are leading to drastic changes In fire 
regulations In many cities of the coun- 
try. Roof fires are among those con- 
sidered eaally preventable and steps 
are being taken with that end In view. 
Fire department records in many clt- 
lee show that about forty pfti cent, of 
all conflagrations have resulted from 
sparks and flaming embers carried .by 
high winds to the roofs of nearby 
buildings. It Is declared that If prop- 
er care had been exercised and fire- 
resistant roofing materials used when 
these buildings were erected most of 
tho losses would have been averted. 

In tho early part of last ear the cit- 
izens of Indlanaiiolis. Ind . began a 
campaign of fire prevention, ncforo 
the campaign was launched city offl- 
cials joined with representatives of 
the Indianapolis chamber of Com- 
merce In gathering information. A fire 
prevention campaign has been con- 
ducted in Cincinnati, O., where It was 
found there had been 1,872 fires dur- 
ing 1920. IndlanapolU had suffered 3.- 
465 confUgraUons the same year, not- 
withstanding that tho Hoosler cap- 
ital was then only one-half as largo as 
Cincinnatl'and had approxlmatal yonly 
one-half her property valuation. Cin- 
l iunaii had only 66 roof fires that year 
while Indianapolis had 1.400. The net 
result of tho Indianapolis campaign 
for fire-safe roofs was a reduction In 
1921 of jri.")ii.oi>0 in losses and 350 In 
the number of fire'». Of 1,199 flros ii 
Indianapolis reported by Fire Chief 
O'Brien of that city in 1922. 850 were 
still directly oliarBeable to Inflam- 
mable roofing. .New York City and 
Chicago were the only ciiiei WmUwa 
IndlanapolU In the number of fires. 

"In the year 1911," says Pirc Chief 
O'Brien, "Indtanapolls had a fire loss 
of somewhat over fSOO.000 and a total 
of leae than $1,700 fire alarms. This 
fire loos inoreased by leapa and 
bounds year aftar year, nnUl we 
reached a loss of more than n,»00.000 
In 1920, with a grand total of 8.465 
fires." This Increase In Are., be says, 
iiecesBitaied tho constant enlargement 
of the fire department until the cost 
of nialntcnanco reached 11,000.000 a 
year. An ordlnniico has ben Intro- 
duced In the In.llanapollB cll council 
providing for the elimination of all 
wooden AlBfto roett wttWa eight 
years.
